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INTRODUCTION 


About the Report 


This report summarizes the program activities of the Illinois Department 
of Public Aid. Table One, shown on pp. 2-3, divides the Department's activ- 
ities into discrete program areas: income maintenance, medical assistance, 
food stamps, social services, self-support, training, administration and other 
programs. The table also indicates whether the program activity is federally 
supported, the identification number for the federal program involved, and the 
relative federal, State and local shares in support of each program. The 
remainder of the report contains a narrative summary of each program.

The narrative section of the report indicates publications which may be 
consulted for further information about each Department of Public Aid program 
activity. Im addition, descriptions of each federal aid program can be obtained 
from the U.S. Office of Management and Budget's Catalog of Federal Domestic 
Assistance.

PROGRAM DESCRIPTIONS 


SB INCOME MAINTENANCE PROGRAMS 


Az Aid to Families with Dependent Children (AFDC): The Department of 
Public Aid (DPA) provides cash assistance to eligible families with children 


under 18 years of age (or between 18-20 years if they are in full-time atten- 
dance in school). Families must be deprived of financial support for various 
reasons which may include the death, physical or mental incapacity, partial 
unemployment of the father, or the continued absence of the parents from the 
home for such reasons as divorce, separation, inprisonment, or military ser- 
vice. Monthly cash payments are based on family size and geographic location 
(because housing costs vary throughout the State). All recipients of monthly 
cash grants are also eligible for medical assistance, food stamps. social 
services, education, job training, and job placement programs. Children over 
age 16 who are not full-time students must register for the Work Incentives 
Program (WIN). This program is supported by federal grant funds from the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare (HEW) (OMB Catalog Number 13.761).

The AFDC program is divided into three categories, two of which are ad- 
ministered by the Department of Public Aid: 


bah AFDC-R: Dependency must be based on the absence or incapacity of a 


parent (R--means regular case). 


288 AFDC-U: Dependency must be based on the unemployment of the child's 


father (U--means unemployed father case). 


=e AFDC-F: The child is under the legal guardianship of the Department 
of Children and Family Services (DCFS). Foster Care Support is paid 
by DCFS, Medical Care costs are paid by DPA (F--means foster child 
case). 


ie State Supplementary Payment (SSP) of Aid to the Aged, Blind, and 
Disabled (AABD): In January, 1974, the U.S. Social Security Administration (a 


part of the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare) assumed respon- 
sibility for cash assistance for the aged, blind, and disabled under the 
Supplemental Security Income (SSI) program. In certain cases, the new SSI 
payments are lower than persons received under the older AABD program. To 
alleviate individual hardships, the State makes State Supplementary Payments 
(SSP), which guarantee a monthly cash supplement to elderly, blind, and/or 
disabled citizens who would otherwise receive a lower monthly income under the 
SSI program than they would have received under the State AABD program prior 
to January, 1974. Only aged, blind, and disabled citizens whose cash assets 
are below $400 for an individual or $600 for a couple are eligible for SSP. 
SSP recipients also qualify for medical assistance, food stamps, and social 
services from the Department of Public Aid. This program is entirely financed 
by state and local governments.

C. U.S. Repatriots Assistance: Recipients are those American citizens 
who have been repatriated (sent back) to the U.S. from a foreign country in 
which they had been living. Repatriots are processed by the U.S. State Depart- 
ment and upon finding a person mentally ill or destitute, a referral of infor- 
mation is made to the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare (HEW). HEW 
then refers the person's case to a special unit office of the Department of 
Public Aid (DPA) to apply for U.S. Repatriots Assistance. Monthly cash assis- 
tance checks and medical cards for medicaid eligibility are provided as long 
as the repatriot meets DPA's eligibility criteria. Only those persons referred 
officially by HEW can apply for Repatriots Assistance. The cash assistance 
for this program is 100% federally funded by HEW grants (OMB Catalog No. 
13.761). All administrative costs of the program are funded by the State and 
local efforts. 


D3 Cuban Refugee Assistance: This income maintenance program was 
started in the early 1960's by Executive Order. Monthly cash assistance 
checks and medical cards for medicaid eligibility are issued to indigent Cuban 
refugees as long as the recipient meets DPA eligibility criteria. The cash 
assistance for this program is 100% federally funded by HEW grants (OMB Catalog 
No. 13.762). Administrative costs are 100% funded by State and local efforts.

E. Indo-Chinese Refugee Assistance: This program began in 1975 to 


assist those refugees from Viet Nam and Cambodia who are unable to obtain 
adequate living arrangements and support through the National Resettlement 
Agencies and/or their U.S. sponsors. Monthly cash assistance checks and 
medical cards for medicaid eligibility are provided as long as the recipient 
meets DPA eligibility criteria. Cash assistance for the Indo-Chinese refugees 
is 100% federally funded by HEW grants. The administrative costs for the 
program are funded by State and local governments.

Eu Disaster Relief Program: DPA participates in a federal-State pro- 
gram to administer grants to individuals and families who are eligible disas- 
ter victims in over 46 Illinois counties which the President has declared as 
disaster areas since the spring of 1974. Only those disaster victims in pres- 
identially-declared disaster areas whose serious needs cannot be met by local 
or voluntary relief agencies or private insurance are eligible for disaster 
relief grants. Eligible recipients are generally those persons on fixed 
incomes such as social security retirement, public aid, or SSI. A grant of no 
more than $5,000 per individual per disaster can be awarded to a disaster 
victim for home repairs and basic needs established through investigation. 
Disaster relief victims assistance is funded 75% by a federal grant from the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development (OMB Catalog No. 14.701). 
Twenty-five percent of the costs of grants for the disaster victims are paid 
by State and local funds.

G. General Assistance (GA): Cash assistance to indigent individuals 
and childless families who are not eligible for federally-financed income 
maintenance programs is administered by counties and townships. Recipients of 
General Assistance are generally single persons over the age of 18 years who 
are unemployed and indigent, temporarily mentally or physically disabled, 
seasonally unemployed, alcoholics, drug addicts, or employed but impoverished. 
If the locality operates under State guidelines for GA administration and 
levies a one mill tax for general assistance, it is eligible to receive State 
funding. Payments in these "receiving units" are made monthly to the recip- 
ient as long as the person is eligible. If the locality does not comply with 
the tax levy or with State guidelines, GA is 100% locally funded. These "non- 
receiving units" vary widely in the benefits paid to recipients. Payments in 
"non-receiving units’ may be one-time only. Assistance benefits for individ- 
uals with the same needs may not be equal or consistent. There is a wide 
variation in the adequacy and equity of GA throughout the State of Illinois 
due to the vagueness of the Public Aid Code in the lack of supervision by DPA. 
The General Assistance program is not supported by federal funds.

H. Child Support Enforcement: The purpose of this program is to collect 
child support payments from absent parents of children that are receiving 
AFDC. Seventy-five percent of the costs of this program are federally funded 
by HEW grants under Title IV-D of the Social Security Act. Twenty-five per- 
cent of the cost of the program is funded by State and local efforts.

II. MEDICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS (MEDICAID) 


Medical Assistance Programs provide financing for allowable medical care 
received by 1) public aid grant recipients, 2) certain other individuals and 
families who do not need cash assistance grants to meet general living costs 
but who are unable to afford the total cost of medical bills. 


The Medical Assistance (MA-G) and the Medical Assistance Non-Grant (MA- 
NG) Programs are funded 50% federally by the Title XIX Medicaid grant program 
(OMB Catalog No. 13.714), administered by the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. Fifty percent of the costs are paid by State and 
local efforts. The General Assistance (GA) and Aid to the Medically Indigent 
Programs receive no federal support. 


The medical services and supplies for which payment can be provided 
under the Title XIX medicaid program are: in-patient and out-patient hospital 
services; clinic care; physical rehabilitation services; laboratory and x-ray 
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services; nursing care in the home; skilled nursing home care; home health 
care services; special duty nursing care for a hospital patient; care in 
intermediate care facilities; physicians’ services in the office, patient's 
home, hospital, nursing home, or other appropriate place; psychiatric services; 
dental care; eye care; podiatry services; chiropractic services; physical 
therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, and audiology by or supervised 
by a qualified therapist; drugs, medical supplies, sickroom needs, appliances 
and prosthetic devices. State and local programs for medical assistance to 
recipients of general assistance and for the medically indigent not eligible 
for general assistance often provide medical care similar to that provided 
under the federally-supported Title XIX medicaid program. However, the ser- 
vices provided vary from one locale to another and are not uniform throughout 
the State.

A. Medical Assistance Grant Program (MA-G): AFDC-R, AFDC-U, and SSP 
recipients receive payment of eligible medical expenses. Monthly medical 
cards are sent to these cash assistance (or grant) recipients with their 
monthly cash checks. The medical cards serve as vouchers for payment for 


eligible medical services provided during the period covered by each card. 


B. Medical Assistance - Non-Grant Program (MA-NG): Individuals and 
families who are unable to pay the costs of medical care who do not need cash 
assistance to meet general living costs may participate in the MA-NG program. 
MA-NG recipients usually apply for benefits during a period of illness that 
requires a hospital stay. Upon determination of eligibility by DPA, recipients 
receive a green medical card that is issued monthly for a period of 6 months 
after the date of eligibility determination. Depending on their level of 
income, MA-NG recipients may or may not be required to pay part of their 
medical costs. 


Cs General Assistance (GA) Medical Assistance: Medical assistance for 
recipients of general assistance is comparable to the MA-G program, except 
that the medical benefits are 100% State and locally funded. Medical cards 
are issued to recipients monthly with their cash assistance check. 


De General Assistance Aid to the Medically Indigent (AMI): This pro- 
gram is comparable to the MA-NG program, in that it provides benefits to per- 


sons who are not receiving general assistance and who are not eligible for 
medicaid (MA-NG). The AMI program does not receive any federal funds, but is 
100% State and locally funded. 


E. Medichek Outreach: This program, also known as Early Periodic 
Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment (EPSDT), provides preventive medical care 
for AFDC children up to age 21. Medichek Outreach is funded 75% by Title XIX 
Medicaid grants (OMB Catalog No. 13.714). The State and local governments 
provide a 25% match.

F. Facility Licensing by Public Health Professionals: Salaries and 
other expenses of personnel who license the clinical facilities and labor- 


atories used in the Medicaid program are funded 100% by HEW under Title XIX 
of the Social Security Act (OMB Catalog number 13.714). 


G. Family Planning Services: Services to males and females who volun- 
tarily wish to limit the size of their family or space the birth of their 
children are 90% federally funded and 10% State and locally funded under the 
federal Title XIX program (OMB Catalog number 13.714). Services include 
counseling, education, and prescription birth control devices. 


III. FOOD STAMP PROGRAM 


The food stamp program, administered by the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture (USDA), attempts to improve the nutrition of the poor. Under the food 
stamp program eligible low income persons and families can buy food stamps 
(vouchers, coupons) bearing a face value higher than their purchase price. 

This excess value is referred to as "bonus stamps."’ The cost of "bonus stamps" 
are 100% federally funded under USDA grant 10.551. The administration costs 

of the food stamps program are 50 percent federally funded by USDA (OMB Catalog 
number 10.551). The remaining costs of the program are supported by State 
funds. 


Food Stamps are about the size of a dollar bill and come in denominations 
GrUceeo2 Sandeoo. Books of food stamps valued at’520, $10, $359 or'$2* can be 
purchased at banks, currency exchanges or government food stamp centers. Food 
stamps can buy only food; they cannot buy household supplies or medicines. 
Stamps can only be used at participating food stores. 


A monthly food stamp allotment is set for each household on the basis of 
its size. The value of the bonus stamps decreases as income rises. The 
household must purchase the full amount of food stamps at the beginning of 
each month. All public assistance recipients (AFDC, SSP, GA, SSI) are eligible, 
as are other households living in poverty. The poorest families receive 
Stamps free. Other low income families eligible for the program are supposed 
to pay no more than 30% of their incomes for purchase of food stamps. 


Food stamps are redeemed through normal commercial banking procedures.

IV. SOCIAL’ SERVICES 


Social services are supported by funds provided by Title XX of the Social 
Security Act. The federal government provides 75% of eligible program costs 
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(90% for family planning), up to the limit set by each year's allotment 
(S133.750, 000s inary: 1976)% 


Table Two summarizes the services provided under the Title XX program. 
The Department of Public Aid is the designated State agency to deal with HEW 
regarding federal reimbursements for Title XX. Title XX social services are 
delivered by the Department of Public Aid, the Department of Children and 
Family Services, the Department of Mental Health and Developmental Disabil- 
ities, the Dangerous Drugs Commission, and the Division of Services to Crip- 
pled Children. The Department of Public Aid receives Title XX reimbursements 
for eligible services it delivers as well as those delivered by other agencies. 
Most reimbursements are paid into the Public Assistance Trust Fund (424) and 
transferred from that fund to the General Revenue Fund (001). 


sas SELF SUPPORT PROGRAM (WIN) 


AFDC recipients are required to register for the Work Incentive Program, 
with some exceptions. The goal of the program is to assist public aid recip- 
ients in getting a job leading to self support rather than welfare. As the 
recipient earns money, the welfare grant may be gradually reduced. The WIN 
Program offers education, training, employability, testing, and job finding to 
AFDC recipients and other public aid receipts who volunteer for the program. 
Supportive services noted are also provided as needed.

VI. TRAINING PROGRAMS 


Department of Public Aid receives federal funds for training personnel 
involved in welfare programs. Various training grants allow DPA to provide 
educational leave for employees, stipends for persons preparing for employ- 
ment, and costs of in-service training. 


VII. OTHER PROGRAMS 


Emergency Services are monetary crisis intervention services to AFDC wel- 
fare recipients who are victims of a burnout, theft, lost or stolen checks or 
destitution. The AFDC recipient notifies the caseworker of a special need, 
and upon authorization by the Regional Director of DPA, an emergency check is 
processed for the client. The Federal District Court recently ruled in Manley 
v. Trainor that DPA either had to broaden the Emergency Services program to in- 
clude all public aid grant recipients (not just AFDC recipients) in order to 
comply with federal guidelines or abandon participation in the Federal Emer- 
gency Assistance funding program (OMB Catalog number 13.754). Director 
Trainor chose to abandon participation in the federally funded program. He

of burn-outs only. Director Trainor maintains that emergency needs of all 
other recipients can be met by notifying the caseworker of their hardship. 
The Legislative Advisory Committee on Public Aid has given 5-month trial 
approval to Trainor's decision and will review at the end of the 5-month 
period. 


Home Repairs: DPA has a small project staff which investigates the need 
for home repairs of dwellings owned by AFDC or SSP recipients. The federal 
government pays 50% of the cost of necessary repairs up to a maximum of $250 
per home. 


Burial of Indigents: Funeral and burial expenses are allowable for 
otherwise self-supporting persons who are receiving services under the Medical 
Assistance program in accordance with the Department's payment standards when 
1) the deceased was an applicant or recipient of medical services at the time 
of death, 2) the estate is insufficient to pay the cost of funeral and burial, 
and 3) no legally responsible relations are able to pay the costs. The cost 
of burial is totally state and locally funded. . 


Viti. ADMINISTRATIVE Costs 


Administrative costs for operation of some federally funded programs are 
listed in the table at the appropriate rates. U.S. Repatriots Assistance 
and Cuban Refugee Assistance benefits are 100% federally funded but the State 
must bear all administrative costs for these programs. 
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
